Volva 3.5 cm in diam. pale pink, with dingy pink mycelia. Fruitbody 13.5 
cm high. Stalk 1.5 cm in diam. at base, upwardly attenuated, dirty white, 
surface reticulated with polygonal depressions. Pileus conic 2.6 cm high, 2.8 
cm in diam. at lower margin, reticulations unequal, pale orange-yellow, mar¬ 
ginal part paler. Glebal mass brown, spores oblong 3. 5-4x1- 5/*, non amyloid. 
Indusium 6.6 cm long, margin entire, never membranous, dissepiment narrow, 
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citron-yellow except for whitish upper part, meshes rounded polygonal, 2-7 mm 
in diam.
